It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  infectious  diseases  'prevailed 
very  extensively .  The  following  is  a  succinct  account  of  the  different 
infectious  diseases  investigated  by  me  during  the  year . 

Small  Pox. — Ten  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  during  the  year. 
This  does  not  quite  represent  the  total  number  of  cases,  as  the  first 
cases  being  modified,  were  considered  by  the  medical  attendant  to  he 
Chicken  Pox.  The  first  case  occurred  in  Cranham,  and  several 
persons  residing  in  the  neighbouring  villages  of  Hornchurch  and 
XJpminster  became  affected  from  personal  contagion.  When  the 
disease  came  under  the  notice  of  the  sanitary  officials,  strict  steps  were 
taken  to  keep  the  patients  isolated  in  their  own  homes,  and  two  were 
removed  to  the  neighbouring  Isolation  Hospital  of  the  Orsett  district, 
and  the  disease  was  prevented  from  spreading  beyond  the  immediate 
vicinity.  The  first  case  was  notified  on  the  12th  of  March,  the  last 
on  June  10th.  These  were  the  only  cases  which  occurred  in  the 
dishict  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Forty-four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The 
localities  where  this  disease  occurred  being  Dagenham,  Beacontree 
Heath,  Chadwell  Heath,  Collier  Pow,  Hornchurch,  and  Eainham,  of 
these  12  occurred  in  the  Hornchurch  Cottage  Homes,  the  infection 
having  evidently  been  brought  by  persons  visiting  from  London. 
The  disease  occurred  in  the  various  localities  mainly  in  an  isolated 
manner,  not  assuming  the  condition  of  an  epidemic.  The  steps  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease  were  (in  the  absence  of  an 
isolation  hospital  for  the  district)  confined  to  giving  personal  instructions 
as  to  isolation,  supplying  disinfectants,  and  disinfecting  the  premises. 
In  the  case  of  children  attending  school,  notice  is  given  to  the 
School  Authorities  not  to  admit  children  from  the  infected  houses. 

Diphtheria  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent,  chiefly  in  and  around 
the  villages  of  Dagenham.  No  less  than  103  cases  were  notified  from 
this  locality,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  Schools  for  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  year.  Special  reports  were  on  various  occasions  sub¬ 
mitted  to  you,  and  I  do  not  venture  to  hope  that  Dagenham  will  be 
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free  from  this  disease  until  the  sanitary  surroundings  are  improved. 
I  shall  refer  to  this  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  Report.  Thirty-five 
cases  of  Diptheria  occurred  in  Rainham  and  Wennington,  in  the  latter 
village  the  first  cases  were  associated  with  sanitary  defects  caused  by 
blocked  drains,  since  remedied,  and  in  Rainham  also  where  the  disease 
has  occurred,  in  undue  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  district,  the  same 
insanitary  conditions  exist  as  in  Dagenham  ;  9  cases  were  notified  from 
Hornchurch,  chiefly  from  the  Cottage  Homes,  where  there  were  also 
(as  mentioned  above)  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  I  attributed  the 
case  of  Diphtheria  here  to  the  escape  of  sewer  gas  through  surface 
sewer  ventilators  in  the  ground,  where  the  children  congregate,  and  I 
advised  the  authorities  to  close  their  surface  ventilators,  and  ventilate 
the  sewer  by  means  of  pipes  running  up  to  beyond  the  roofs  of  the 
cottages.  Twenty-five  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Twenty-two  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported, 
7  in  the  Parish  of  Hornchurch,  mostly  in  that  part  of  the  Parish 
running  into  the  town  of  Romford,  and  where  the  Sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  are  bad ;  6  in  Hacton,  a  small  Hamlet  of  Cottages,  where  there 
was  a  foul  overflowing  privy  (since  remedied),  of  the  others  3  were 
imported,  and  the  rest  were  associated  with  local  Sanitary  defects.  In 
taking  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  various  infectious  diseases, 
the  Sanitary  officials  are  much  hampered  by  their  being  no  Isolation 
Hospital  in  the  district.  All  we  can  do  being  to  give  personal  instruction 
as  to  isolation,  to  provide  disinfectant  to  disinfect  premises,  &c.,  after 
the  termination  of  individual  cases,  and  occasionally  to  recommend 
the  closing  of  Schools.  I  may  remark  that  in  the  case  of  Dagenham 
village,  the  Schools  there  were  closed  more  than  30  weeks  out  of  the 
year. 

II. — An  account  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District 

generally ,  at  the  end  of  1895. 

In  complying  with  this  section  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s 
instructions  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  I  proceed  to  give,  as  in 
previous  years,  a  short  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district 
under  the  same  heads  of  localities  as  are  given  in  the  statistical  tables. 
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Dagenham,  Beacontree  Heath,  and  Chadwell  Heath. — 
Villages  and  scattered  groups  of  houses  all  situated  in  the  parish  of 
Dagenham,  and  occupying  a  very  wide  area,  standing  on  gravel  and 
on  London  clay,  some  (part  of  Dagenham  village  and  immediate 
neighbourhood)  on  alluvium.  Population,  4,660.  Agricultural. 
Water  supply  mainly  from  South  Essex  Company.  The  Village  of 
Dagenham  is  in  a  had  Sanitary  condition  owing  to  ground  being 
saturated  by  years’  overflowing  cesspools  and  slop-water.  Most  of  the 
cottages  supplied  with  pail  closets  emptied  once  a  week  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority.  No  system  of  scavenging,  but  notices  are  now 
(March,  1896)  being  served  on  owners  of  cottages  to  provide  dust¬ 
bins,  and  arrangements  will  be  made  by  the  Authority  to  collect  the 
contents  periodically.  •  A  system  of  drainage  for  removal  of  surface 
and  slop-water  in  contemplation.  Birth-rate  38*4.  Death-rate  17*5. 
Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  3*004  per  1000  of  population. 

Collier  Row  stands  on  the  London  clay.  Population  820. 
Scattered  houses  and  groups  of  houses.  Privies.  Water-supply 
partly  from  wells  and  partly  from  South  Essex  Company ;  some 
portion  badly  supplied,  owing  to  the  distance  of  the  dwellings  from 
the  mains;  local  nuisances  from  sewage  overflowing  from  cesspits,  &c., 
into  ditches,  requiring  frequent  interference  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Birth-rate  25*6.  Death-rate  14*6.  Death-rate  from 
zymotic  disease  nil. 

Havering  stands  high  on  pebble  sand,  bounded  by  London  and 
boulder  clay.  Population  470.  Agricultural.  Privies.  Water- 
supply  from  wells  and  from  South  Essex  Company.  Some  of  the 
out-lying  parts  of  the  parish  badly  supplied,  the  source  in  these 
localities  being,  mainly  from  ponds,  which,  in  some  instances,  are 
decidedly  unfit  for  use.  Birth-rate  25*5.  Death-rate  6*3.  Death- 
rate  from  zymotic  disease  nil. 

Noak  Hill,  Romford  Common  and  Squirrels  Heath. — 
Estimated  population  1,235.  Noak  Hill  stands  high  on  London  and 
boulder,  clay.  A  small  scattered  hamlet,  Agricultural.  Privies. 
Water  supply  from  wells.  Romford  Common  and  Squirrels  Heath 
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stand  less  high,  partly  on  London  clay  and  partly  on  gravel.  Agri¬ 
cultural  and  railway  employes  at  Great  Eastern  Railway  pro  vend  ei 
and  tarpaulin  factory.  Privies  and  cesspools.  "Water  supply,  mostly 
good,  from  South  Essex  Company.  Romford  Common  is  badly 
supplied,  the  water-bearing  strata  (as  in  the  adjoining  district  of 
Havering),  being  said  to  be  difficult  to  tap.  Birth-rate  25  6. 
Death-rate  9’7.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  0*8. 


Hornchurch. — 'Large  village  and  scattered  groups  of  houses 
extending  over  a  large  parochial  area.  Part  of  the  parish  adjoining 
the  town  of  Romford,  and  really  constituting  a  portion  of  that  town. 
Stands  mostly  on  gravel  and  partly  on  London  clay,  some  small 
portion  of  the  parish  running  down  to  the  Thames  and  alluvial. 
Population  4,100 ;  principally  agricultural,  foundry  works  and  a 
brewery  in  the  village.  A  large  bicycle  manufactory,  employing 
about  100  men  and  boys,  near  the  village.  No  system  of  scavenging. 
A  good  part  of  the  village  supplied  with  pail  closets,  other  houses 
drain  into  cesspools,  many  of  which  overflow  into  ditches,  and,  with 
the  brewery,  pollute  the  neighbouring  stream  to  a  considerable  extent ; 
this  stream  flowing  into  the  river  Rom,  and  the  river  lower  down  is 
polluted  to  a  much  more  considerable  degree  by  the  sewage  farm, 
which  receives  the  sewage  of  the  town  of  Romford.  The  condition 
of  the  river  in  this  parish,  and  lower  down  where  it  flows  near  to  the 
village  of  Dagenham,  has  received  the  attention  of  the  Rural 
Council,  but  I  do  not  see  what  can  be  done  by  the  Rural  Authority 
by  way  of  compelling  the  Urban  Authority  of  Romford  from 
continuing  to  pollute  the  river,  so  long  as  the  village  of  Hornchurch 
pollutes  (certainly  to  a  proportionally  insignificant  extent)  the  stream 
flowing  into  the  Rom  higher  up  than  the  Romford  sewage  faim. 
That  portion  of  the  parish  of  Hornchurch  running  into  the  town  of 
Romford  is  in  an  extremely  unsatisfactory  condition  as  regards  its 
sewage  removal,  cesspools  overflowing  and  ditches  full  of  stagnant 
filth  frequently  causing  interference  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  system  of  sewage  carried  out  for  that  portion  of  the  parish  by 
the  Authority,  although  completed  a  year  or  so  ago,  is  still  in 
abeyance,  the  Urban  Authority  who  had  arranged  to  take  the  sewage 
into  their  system,  now  refusing  to  do  so  owing,  as  they  allege,  to  the 
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drains  not  being  sufficiently  water-tight.  I  regret  that  the  Local 
Government  Board  refused  their  sanction  to  a  plan  proposed  by 
your  Board  three  years  ago,  and  I  still  think  that  that  system  as 
then  proposed  would  now  be  the  best,  if,  as  I  am  informed,  the 
present  arrangement  of  sewers  could  be  altered  at  a  comparatively 
small  cost.  I  earnestly  hope  that  some  means  will  promptly  be  found 
to  remedy  the  present  insanitary  condition  of  this  part  of  the  district, 
and  remove  the  great  danger  that  has  now  for  a  long  time  being 
existing  to  the  public  health  of  this  locality.  Birth-rate  29*2. 
Death-rate  16 ‘3.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  1*2. 

Upminster,  Cranham,  and  Corbets  .Tey. — Adjacent  villages, 
standing  on  high  ground,  mostly  brick  earth,  some  gravel.  Population 
1,920.  Agricultural.  Privies  and  cesspools.  Some  few  of  the 
latter  polluting  roadside  ditches.  Water  supply  mostly  from  South 
Essex  Company.  Some  wells.  Birth-rate  24*1.  Death-rate  11*9. 
Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  1*1. 

Great  Warley  stands  high  on  London  clay.  The  most  thickly- 
populated  part  of  the  parish  joins  the  town  of  Brentwood,  in  the 
Billericay  Union,  the  larger  area  of  the  parish  having  scattered 
houses  and  groups  of  houses.  Population  1,770.  Agricultural. 
Privies  and  cesspools.  Nuisances.  Water  supply  partly  from  South 
Essex  Company  and  partly  from  wells.  The  more  sparsely-populated 
part  of  the  parish  is  badly  supplied,  ponds  being  the  sole  source  of 
supply  in  some  portions  of  the  district.  Birth-rate  42*3.  Death- 
rate  15*8.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  1*1. 

Bainham  and  Wennington  lie  low  on  gravel  and  alluvium  at 
the  edge  of  the  Thames.  Marshy.  Village  of  1,550  inhabitants. 
Agricultural  and  river  traffic.  Tidal  stream  runs  through  Painham 
to  the  Thames,  about  one  mile  distant.  No  system  of  sewage  removal 
or  scavenging.  Privies  and  cesspools.  Foul  state  of  atmosphere 
frequent  from  factories  on  river  bank  (manure,  candles,  glue,  &c.) 
some  on  the  Essex,  most  on  the  Kent  side  of  the  river.  Water 
supply  mostly  from  wells,  some  of  which  are  polluted.  Death-rate 
11*6.  Death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  1*2. 


III. — An  account  of  the  enquiries  as  to  the  conditions  injurious 
to  health  existing  in  the  district ,  and  of  the  proceedings 
relating  to  such  conditions  in  which  advice  has  been  given , 
<fc.)  Sfc. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  Section  I. 
of  this  report,  the  following  insanitary  conditions,  &c.,  necessitating 
official  interference  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  called  in  my 
assistance  when  it  was  deemed  necessary.  These  instances  of 
nuisances  are  included  in  the  list  detailed  in  a  later  part  of  this  report. 
Special  reports  were,  when  necessary,  submitted  to  the  Council  with 
regard  to  their  conditions.

Reporting  on  the  condition  of  the  district  generally,  it  will  be  seen 
from  what  I  have  already  detailed,  and  from  the  statistical  tables 
accompanying  this  report,  that,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  in¬ 
fectious  disease  mainly  prevalent  has  been  Diphtheria.  This  disease 
has  been  principally  prevalent  in  and  around  the  village  of  Dagen¬ 
ham  (where  40  cases  had  occurred  during  the  previous  year).  During 
the  past  year  nearly  100  cases  were  notified  from  this  locality,  the 
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Schools  (which  were  considered  to  he  a  principal  means  of  com¬ 
municating  the  disease)  having  been  closed  from  time  to  time.  The 
condition  of  Dagenham  is  eminently  favourable  to  the  inception  and 
spread  of  this  disease ;  for  years  the  ground  in  the  immediate  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  most  of  the  houses  has  been  sodden  by  the  reception  of 
the  slop-water  and  by  sewage  overflow  from  cesspools.  I  have  for  a 
long  time  past  been  urging  the  adoption  of  the  pail  system  for  the 
removal  of  foecal  matter,  and  for  a  system  of  drainage  for  the  slop  and 
sub-soil  water.  The  former  is  now  mainly  provided,  but  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  remedy  the  condition  of  the  ground,  which  in  my 
opinion,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
can  alone  be  remedied  by  a  system  of  slop  drainage,  and  which  I 
emphatically  believe  to  be  the  cause  of  the  enormous  amount  of 
Diphtheria  which  has  prevailed  in  Dagenham  for  the  last  2  years. 
Diphtheria  prevailed  also  in  Dainham,  where  a  similar  (but  less) 
condition  exists  as  in  Dagenham.  Decently  the  Dural  Council  has 
decided  to  arrange  for  the  scavenging  of  the  Village  of  Dagenham, 
the  owners  of  cottages  having  been  required  to  provide  dust  bins,  and 
the  Authority  having  arranged  to  have  them  emptied  periodically. 
I  should  be  thankful  if  the  Authority  would  adopt  the  same  desirable 
practice  by  the  other  populous  villages  of  the  district.  With  regard 
to  the  various  desirable  Sanitary  Improvements  to  be  effected  in  the 
district,  I  emunerate  here  those  which  I  think  most  required,  many 
of  which  have  been  urged  in  previous  reports,  I  place  them  in  the 
order  of  what  I  consider  their  most  urgent  attention. 

1.  — A  slop  and  sub-soil  drainage  for  the  village  of  Dagenham. 

2.  — A  similar  system  for  the  village  of  Dainham. 

3.  — Arrangements  for  the  scavenging  of  the  more  populous 
localities. 

4.  — Some  system  by  which  the  village  of  Hornchurch  would  no 
longer  pollute  the  neighbouring  ditches  and  water-courses.  The 
provision  of  an  isolation  hospital,  the  completion  of  the  system 
of  sewerage  for  North  Hornchurch,  the  sewerage  of  Upminster 
and  of  Great  Warley,  sanitary  improvements  which  have  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Council,  are,  I  understand,  unfortunately 
delayed  by  circumstances  beyond  the  Councils  control. 
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IV. — Tabular  Statement  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  within  the 
District ,  according  to  Diseases ,  Ages,  and  Locality. 


The  birth  and  death  rates  of  the  different  localities  forming  the 
Romford  Rural  District  are  shown  in  the  following  table,  the  rates  for 
the  past  five  years  being  shown  side  by  side,  by  way  of  comparison. 
It  is  to  he  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  only  in  those  localities  where  there 
exists  a  considerable  population,  that  a  comparison  of  death-rate  wdl 
convey  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  relative  healthiness  of  such 
localities  for  the  year,  as  the  occurrence  of  a  few  deaths  of  a  casual 
nature  would,  in  a  sparsely-populated  locality,  materially  augment 
the  per  centage  of  mortality,  and  thus  give  an  erroneous  idea  of  the 
healthiness  of  that  particular  locality. 
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Tables  of  mortality  and  of  sickness  are  enclosed,  and  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  They  are  compiled  according  to 
the  forms  provided  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  Diseases  of  a 
zymotic  character  proved  fatal  in  34  instances ;  the  death-rate  from 
this  class  of  disease  for  the  entire  district  having  been  2'01  per  1,000. 
The  following  table  shows  the  nature  and  distribution  of  fatal 
zymotic  disease  in  the  different  localities  of  the  district : —
